Mr.  Chairman,  lirs.  Humphries  anri  Gontlemcn, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
anf^  sanitary  conr^itions  of  the  Swanago  Urban  District  for  the  year  1950. 
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Tho  health  of  the  District,  generally  speaking,  was  satisfactory 
thoughout  tho  year.  There  was  no  serious  outbreak  of  opii^omic  rlisoaso, 
although  influenza  was  un^iuly  prevalent  rearing  the  early  wooks  of  tho 
year  anii  107  casos  of  whooping  cough  wore  notifier^  touring  tho  seconri 
anr^  thirf^  quarters  of  tho  year.  Only  ono  case  of  poliomyelitis  was 
notifiofl  fluring  tho  months  when  this  f^isoaso  was  most  provalont  through¬ 
out  tho  country,  anr^  ono  might  have  oxpoctof^  tho  chances  of  infection 
to  have  been  greater  in  a  town  with  a  changing  population. 

Tho  housing  shortage  with  its  serious  effects  on  public  health,  its - 
f^isruption  of  the  normal  way  of  family  life,  anr^  its  effects  on  both  tho 
behaviour  anr^  tho  outlook  on  life  of  the  younger  generation,  has  been 
mentionofi  in  my  Annual  Reports  since  the  enr^  of  tho  virar.  ^t  -vvill  be 
obmous  from  tho  figures  given  in  the  Housing  Section  of  this  report  that 
the  rate  of  supply  of  houses  must  be  cons itlorably  incroasof^.  to  meet  the 
f^emanrl  of  tho  applicants  for  re -housing. 

Complaints  continuer^  to  bo  rocoivofi  of  flooding  from  house  drains 
in  the  Ulwoll  Road  area,  and  although  works  wore  carried,  out  to  relieve 
pressure  on  tho  sewer  it  is -apparent  that  tho  Council  will  have  to 
consider  further  the  adequacy  of  tho  sower  for  this  area. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  tho  Members  of  tho  Council 
for  their  kint^noss  and  consideration  and  tho  Sanitary  Inspector  and  other 
Officers  of  tho  Council  for  their  help  an^^  co-operation  during  tho  year.

The  Swanage  Cottage  Hospital,  which  has  21  beHs  for  general  medical  and 
surgical  cases,  with  a  further  five  beds  in  the  Everest  Maternity  Annexe. 

The  Children’s  Hospital,  which  has  a  total  of  35  beds  for  paediatric 
cases.

'!  ^Qrsons  in  Need  of  Care  and  Attention 

I  was  not  fotLnd  necessary  to  take  action  under  Section  47  of  the  National 

:i  Assistance  Act,  1948,  to  secure  the  removal  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention 
|l  to  suitable  premises. 

I  It  is  still  very  difficult  to  fin^  institutional  accommodation  for  aged  and 

t:  infirm  persons  and  persons  suffering  from  chronic  diseases  who  are  in  need  of  care 

and  attention.  The  County  Council’s  Domestic  Help  Service,  avhich  started,  in  the 

Swanage  area  towards  the  end  of  the  year,  should  do  much  to  improve  conditions 
I'  for  these  old  people  when  their  natural  reluctance  to  accepting  help  in  the  homo 
i\  has  been  overcome. 

The  District  Council  considered  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  11/50,  which 
i!  doalt  with  the  Welfare  of  Old  people  and  decided,  for  the  present,  not  to  initi&tA 

tl  action  for  the  sotting  up  of  a  local  voluntary  Old  Peoples  Welfare  Committee.

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SAl'IITMY  CIRCUI'!STANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


Wator  Supply 

Thero  has  boon  no  ohango  in  tho  sourco  of  wator  supply  or  in  tho  nothofl 
of  its  troatmont  sinco  tho  1949  report. 

Tho  following  is  a  (description  of  tho  sources  anrd  treatment  of  tho  supply 
as  it  appearer^  in  previous  reports 

"Tho  Corfo  Castle  spring  is  locatofd  100  yarrds  north-east  of  the  Railway 
Brirdgo,  by  tho  si^e  of  the  Sturdlanr^  Roard,  anrd  about  50  ft.  above  0*D. 

The  spring  issues  from  tho  vortical  junction  of  tho  chalk  anr^  tertiary 
bofds. 

Tho  situation  of  this  spring  makes  it  liable  to  very  serious  pollution. 

It  lies  immer^iatoly  north-east  of  a  gap  in  the  hills,  which  are  forme<d 
by  the  outcropping  chalk  stratum;  immediately  south  of  the  gap  lies  tho 
village  of  Corfo  Castle.  All  tho  fdrainago  from  Corfo  Castle  village 
an(d  tho  greater  part  of  tho  valley  south  of  tho  Purbock  Hills  passes 
through  this  gap  in  two  streams  uniting  in  tho  gap  to  form  the  Corfo 
River,  which  flows  past  ■  •  the  spring  hoard  anfl  about  25  to  30  ft.  (distant 
from  it. 

My  profdecessor  -  Or.  Kenneth  Mawson  -  carriord  out  tests  at  Corfe  Castle 
in  1938,  which  indicaterd  that  the  Corfe  Castle  spring  was  polluterd  by 
the  ardjacent  stream.  It  is  ovifdent  that  with  continuerd  antd  increaserd 
pumping  from  this  source  tho  channels  of  pollution  in  tho  chalk  form¬ 
ation  will  become  more  anrd  more  open  anrd  the  wator  of  tho  spring 
become  more  readily  polluterd. 

In  tho  past  p\imping  from  tho  Corfo  Castle  spring  hard  to  bo  suspenrded 
(during  rainy  poriort  owing  to  the  rapird  (deterioration  of  tho  quality 
of  tho  water  making  chlorination  impossible;  this  (difficulty  has- 
been  overcome  with  tho  bringing  into  use  of  open  santd  filtration  plant. 

All  water  from  tho  Corfo  Castle  spring  is  now  filtorord  before  chlor¬ 
ination. 

Tho  Ulwoll  sourco  yiolrds  a  limitord  supply  which  is  usord  to  supplement 
tho  supply  from  tho  Corfe  Castle  spring  which  is  tho  main  sourco.  Tho 
wator  eomes  from  tho  groonsanrd  layers  an(d  its  quality  is  satisfactory. 
Water  from  tho  Corfo  Castle  sourco  is  filtoro(d  and  chlorinated  and 
that  from  the  Ulwoll  sourco  is  chlorinato(d .  '  The  dosage  of  chlorine 
is  controlled  by  regular  estimation  of  chlorine  content  at  the  County 
Laboratory. 

Twontynine  samples  wore  taken  from  the  Corfo  Castle  supply  and 
twentynino  from  tho  Ulwoll  supply  for  estimation  of  chlorine  at  tho 
Laboratory. 

The  quality  of  the  water,  as  supplied  to  the  consumer,  has  been 
maintained  at  a  highly  satisfactory  level  and  no  shortage  of  water  f 

was  experienced  during  the  year."  -

The  statutory  area  of  supply  for  Swanage  Urban  District  Council’s 
water  unr^ertaking  inclur^es  tho  parish  of  Langton  Matravers  anr^  Corfo 
Castle  Village  in  tho  Wareham  ani  Purbock  Rural  District. 


Sewerage  anr^  Orainago 

During  the  year  the  sewerage  eoheme  of  t  he  ViTarehom  and  Purbock 
Rural  District  Council  for  Langton  Matravers  was  completed  and  connected, 
so  as  to  dischargo  into  tho  Sivtinage  Urban  District  Council’s  sewer. 

Tho  Council  laid  a  now  length  of  surface  water  sewer  to  receive  tho 
drainage  from  Bay  Crescent  Estate  an^^  to  dischargo  into  tho  Ulwell 
Stream,  in  an  endeavour  to  obviate  tho  nuisance  arising  during  heavy 
rainfall,  when  drains  back  up  and  flood  the  gardens  of  houses  in  the 
Ulwell  Road  areaj  this  has  not,  however,  completely  remedied  tho 
nuisance. 

A  public  convonienco  was  completed  towards  tho  end  of  tho  year  to 
satisfy  the  needs  of  tho  pubic  at  the  north  ond  of  the  beach. 

The  method  of  sewage  disposal  remains  the  same  as  in  previous  years, 
namely;  discharged  untreated  into  the  sea  off  Povoril  Point.  No  complaints 
were  received  of  nuisance  by  this  method  of  disposal.

The  methofd  ard opted  for  tho  disposal  of  refuse  in  S-wanago  is  by 
controlled  tipping;  old  quarry  xTorkings  being  utilised  for  this  purpose, 
but  it  is  becoming  apparent  that  sites  of  this  nature  -will  bo  more 
difficult  to  find  -within  the  district  in  the  future. 

With  this  in  mind  the  Council  proposed  to  tho  Ministry  of  Health 
that  a  rofuso  destructor  be  constructed  in  tho  Swanago  area.  The  Ministry, 
ho-wovor,  suggested  that,  in  viow  of  tho  expense  of  construction,  a  further 
effort  bo  ma-do  to  find  a  site  for  controlled  tipping.

It  was  hopod 
that, ^by  this  typo  of  informal  action,  tho  traaors  might  bo  inaucod  to 
oxorciso  a  groator  co-oporation  in  conforming  to  tho  standards  of 
hygiono  required  in  promises  affected  by  tho  Byolaws,  and  that  any 
rocoramondations  to  tho  Council  to  rosort  to  local  proceedings  micht  bo 
avoided.

year. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis 

Two  cases  wore  notifier^. 

The  first  case  was  a  visitor  to  the  town,  a  man  aged  20  years,  who 
arrived  in  Swanage  from  Bristol  on  August  15th,  ho  fell  ill  with  headache 
on  the  evening  of  17th  August  and  was  found  dead  the  following  morning. 
The  diagnosis  was  conflrmod  at  the  post-mortom  examination. 

The  second  case  was  notifiod  in  December,  this  was  a  child  aged  1 
year.  The  diagnosis  was  made  in  this  case  mth  the  onset  of  paralysis 
in  an  upper  limb.  Thoro  was  nothing  to  suggest  the  probable  source 
of  infection. 

Pneumonia 


18  cases  of  pneumonia  wore  notified  during  the  year.  10  of  these 
cases  were  children  under  the  age  of  15  yoars.  Many  of  the  cases 
occurred  during  the  month  of  January  when  influenza  was  prevalent. 
During  one  week  the  attendance  at  the  Infants  i^opartmont  of  the  Council 
School  ivas  halved  duo  to  colds  or  influenza. 

Measles 


Only  16  cases  of  measles  wore  notifiod  during  the  year. 

Whooping  Cough 

108  cases  wore  notifiod  all  but  one  being  in  the  second  and  third 
quarters  of  the  year.  No  deaths  were  rocordod. 

Scarlet  Fever 

All  six  cases  notifiod  were  of  a  very  mild  nature. 

Food  Poisoning 


One  case  of  food  poisoning  due  to  S.  Typhi  Murium  was  notifiod. 
Investigation  failed  to  discover  the  source  of  infection. 

Smallpox  Contact 

One  smallpox  contact  arrived  in  the  district  from  abroad  and  was 
kept  under  surveillance  for  the  required  period. 

Scabies  and  Verminous  Conditions 


No  cases  of  scabies  wore  reported  in  the  district  during  the  year 
and  thoro  was  only  one  case  of  verminous  conditions  of  the  scalp  of  a 
schoolchild .
